EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a light emitting diode device comprising a circuit module covered by a 
frame having an upper circuit and a lower circuit board forming a protruded circuit board 
wherein said upper circuit board is smaller than the lower circuit board, and a length of a 
side of said upper circuit board is different from a length of a side of said lower circuit 
board to thereby form an indentation, and wherein said upper circuit board is covered 
by said frame and a resin for secure assembly (claim 1 ).The remaining claims 2-13 are 
allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the independent claim. Hence, the examiner 
has allowed claims 1 through 13.
